They forgot that 
when the bill became a law and the new 
industry of manufacturing our tin is estab- 
lished, employment would be furnished to a 
large number of men, which would mean the 
support of 50,000 people. And these 50,000 
people would be new consumers, and thereby 
create a demand for the products of the 
West. This industry. would create an addi- 
tional demand for American workmen, and 
with that demand, would follow an increased 
demand for farm products. Already they 
had begun making tin-plate in St. Louis, in 
anticipation of the bill, in the belief that it 
was to pass. Men were ready to invest money 
in this enterprise, and instead of paying fif- 
teen or twenty millions to the other side for 
our tin we propose to make it at home. [Ap- 
plause on the Republican side.] This bill, if 
it becomes a law, would put upon the free list 
one-half of all the products which the 
United States imported—the like of 
which was neve known in any 
tariff bill passed-by the Congress of the 
United States. _ Under the Mills bill only 


| 40per cent of foreign importations were placed 


upon the free list. This bill recognized the 
principle which was found in the Morrill act— 
a principle on which this country had risen to 
be the first manufacturing Nation of the world. 
The gentlemen on the other side would tax the 
the people of this country to make an income 
for the Government; the Repnblican party 
would tax the products of other people seek- 
ing markets in the Uuited States to supply the 
necessary revenues of the Government, The 
domain of debate had passed, the time for 
acting had come, and he therefore demanded 
the previous question.

The previous question was ordered—yeas, 
151; nays, 79. 

The conference report was then agreed to— 
yeas, 152 (the Speaker voting in the affirma- 
tive); nays. 31. 


Mr. McKinley then reported from the Com- 


mittee on Ways and Means a resolution pro- 
viding for final adjournment Tuesday next, 
and it was adopted without division, and the 
House adjourned. 

How the Senators Stand. 

The fact that the report commanded nearly 
the full party support in the House has a 
decided bearing on its prospects in the Senate. 
None of the Western Republicans voted 
against it because of the binding-twine duty, 
and none of the Senators are likely to do so 
The reduction of the rate to seven-tenths of 4 
cent per pound seems to have been reason- 
ably satisfactory. The Mills pill two 
years ago reduced the rate to about 
one and one half cents, so that the 
present cut is much greater. It would 
require the defection of six Republican Sen- 
ators to prevent the adoption of the report, 
and there is no probability that this number 
can be mustered. It will be called up the first 
thing Monday, and Senator Aldrich and his 
fellow conferrees are hopeful that one day’s 
debate will be enough. If the discussion can 
be thus limited they think the House adjourn- 
ment resolution can be amended so that it 
won’t be necessary to fix a later day than 
Wednesday for adjournment. 

In the abstract of the conference report on 
the Tariff bill sent out last night the rate of 
duty on tin-plate until July 1 next was er- 
roneously stated as an advance of three- 
quarters of a cent per pound over the rate on 
sheet-iren. As fixed upon in conference the 
rate of duty until July 1 will be one cent per 


EFFECT OF THE BILL.

MEN HAVE GRIEVANCES, HOWEVER. 


To Demand That the Wages of the Grip- 
men Be Increased. 


POLITICS BACK OF THE TROUBLE. 


There will be no strike of the West Side 
street-car men in the immediate future. This 
was decided at 3 o’clock this morning ata 
special meeting of the men at Seamen’s Hail. 

The entire matter was referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of three men from each 
line who are to formulate all the grievances 
and report to an adjourned meeting next Sat- 
urday. 

The meeting developed that in addition to 
the grievances heretofore published the men 
object to Supt. Bolger of the Northwest Di- 
vision, and complain of Traffic Manager Nag! 
as being implicated in the general “con- 
spiracy,”’ as the men term it, to break up 
the union. The grievances will also contain 


a demand for higher wages for the gripmen. 


At 11 o’clock about 500 men had entered the 
hall, and the meeting was called to order. The 
men who went into the meeting said for .the 
most part that there was no disposition to 
strike among a majority of the men, The 
principal object of the meeting was to formu- 
late a demand for an advance of wages to the 
gripmen. 

_The question of wages did not enter into the 
matter until yesterday, having been arranged 
before the cable started. It was brought be- 
fore them at the last moment because points 
hitherto at issue were of such a flimsy charac- 
ter that the men could not be inspired to go 
into a strike. 

The gripmén on the West Side are receiving 
the same pay as the men on the horse-cars, 21 
cents an hour. On the South Side horse-car 
men get the same pay, but gripmen are paid 
by the trip on the basis of 30 cents an hour. 

History of the Trouble. 

The history of thetrouble which Democratic 
newspapers and politicians have been try- 
ing to fan into a strike is briefly this: For 
some months charges were heard among the 
West Side street-car men that the manage- 
ment was determined to disrupt the union of 
the employés. Ever since the new Union No. 
2 was organized, shortly after the North Side 
strike of 1888, the men have been under that 
impression. A conflict was expected at the time 
the cable was started, but an understanding was 
reached as to wages and the men received -the 
assurance of Manager Parsons that the old 
men should be preferred in getting work on 
the cable cars, and that no new men were be- 
ing trained to supplant the old employés. This 
timely agreement prevented trouble at that 
time. 

But the fight between thetwo unions con- 
tinued and while Union No. 2 never hada 
large membership it kept the old union in 
constant agitation. Finally, after a row in 
Union No. 2 many of its members returned to 
No. land affidavits were made by Keough, 
Brady, Hefferon, . and McGarigle, stating that 
officers of the company paid or offered to pay 
them money to join and promote Union No. 
2, also to do political work against Cregier. 

Refused to Take a Hand in It. 

The affidavits were laid before Mr. Parsons, 
who refused to bave anything todo with the 
quarrel between the two unions. Then Union 
No. 1 printed the affidavits in circular form 
and distributed them among all the employés. 
Union No. 2 got out a reply, denying the 
charge that it was the creature of the com- 
pany, and stating that Union No. 1 was con- 
trolled by politicians who tried to 
stir up trouble in the interest 
the Democratic ticket. To this’ reply was 
attached a statement from Mr, Parsons again 
declining to enter into what was merely a 
quarrel between the twu unions and refusing 
to reinstate certain men discharged for vari- 
ous causes. 

The mencame tothe conclusion that the 
company was trying to force them to a strike, 
and became suspicious of its attitude and the 
motives of the men who were talking strike. 
A revulsion of feeling set in which toward yes- 
terday evening made it extremely doubtful if 
a strike would be ordered at least till after the 
election. 

A special meeting of Union No.1 was called 
at Seaman’s Hall last night to discuss the 
question of striking. - 

Mr. Parsons yesterday had posted in all the 
barns of the company a big notice for a 
double purpose—to inform the men what the 
company would do in case the men struck 
and to deny a report circulated yesterday, 
This report was to the effect that the com, 
pany intended reducing the wages of the men. 
Mr. Parsons says that, failing to convince the 
majority of the street-car employés that there 
was any justice in the demand for the rein- 
statement of discharged men, the agitators 
are now circulating the lower wages story. 
This story is emphatically denied by the com- 
pany. 

*‘ While I regret the great loss and incon- 
venience that may result to you and to the 
public in case you decide to order a stnke,”’ 
says Parsons in the poster, “I want 
to say to you that you have 
not given and cannot assign 
any good reason for such action. If a strike 
shall be ordered and you obey it, you simply 
serve the purposes of those persons who have 
been discharged from our service for good 
cause. Any employ6é who shall obey 
a strike so ordered may consider him- 
self as having severed his connection with this 
com and that under no circumstances 
will he ever be permitted to work for it so 
long as I have the control and supervision of

Against the Carpenters’ Council. 

Seven unions belonging to the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners held a 
largely attended meeting Friday evening and 
adopted measures that will abolish the car- 
penters’ council and prevent strikes, except by 
& majority vote of the entire organization. A 
resolution was adopted in which the consolida- 
tion of all the local unions into one large or- 
ganization was declared necegsary. In order 
that a strike may be declared.a quorum must 
be present. This move has been much dis- 
cussed among the carpenters for several 
weeks past, It is proposed to form one big 
local union similar to that ofthe bricklayers. 
All of the largest unions in, ‘the tity were pres- 
ent at Tuesday night’s meeting, and acom- 
mittee was appointed to carry into effect the 
resolution. 


RAILROAD WRECK IN NEBRASKA. 


Fatal Tail-End Collision Near Cody—Smash- 
up on the Baltimore and Ohio. 

Copy, Neb., Sept. 27.—[Special. |—Charles 
Chener, a clerk in the International Hotel 
at Rapid City, S. D., was killed and John 
Rochford of Rapid City seriously injured in a 
tail-end collision on the Fremont, Elkhorn and 
Missouri Valley road nine miles west of here 
at 7 o’clock this morning. Some of the cars 
caught fire after the wreck, and Chener’s body 
was badly burned. 

Waxrxia Watts, Wash., Sept. 27.—News was 
received this morning of a railroad accident 
at Waucanza, eight miles east of Shoshone, on 
the Oregon Short Line, at 7 o’clock Friday 
morning. The station is the passing point of 
the Union Pazific fast mail trains. the east- 
bound pulled into the station on time and side- 
tracked, A minute after the west-bound ran 
in. The switch ‘to the main track was closed, 
and the train ran ahead into the east-bound, 
telescoping the train and wrecking both en- 
gines. It was first reported that twenty per- 
sons were killed, buf by later advices it is 
learned that no one was injured. 

Crycinnati, O.,Sept. 27.—The express passen- 
ger train of the Baltimore and Ohio and South- 
western, going west this morning, ran into the 
rear of a construction train that had not wholly 
got on to the side track at Madisonville, O. 
Engineer Cittle and Fireman J. W. Hough 
jumped. The engineer escaped with bruises, 
but the fireman struck his head on a coal car 
and died in fifteen minutes. The engine and 
postal cars were wrecked. The passengers 
escaped injury. 


WESTERN UNION POLES CHOPPED DOWN, 


The City of Grand Rapids Gains a. Victory 
Over the Telegraph Company. 

Granp Raprps, Mich., Sept. 27.—[Special]— 
Some time since the Common Council or- 
dered the removal of the electric wires from 
Canal street, the principal business street of 
the city. -The Western Union Telegraph 
company declined to obey the order, basing 
its refusal on the ground that the United 
States had declared all public roads postal 
roads. In order to prevent any overt 
action on the part of city officials 
the company applied to the United 
States court for a restraining order. 
Today Judge Severs denied the injunction. 
Mayor Uhl immediately ordered the City Mar- 
shal to chop the offending poles down. This 
was done and thirty poles bit the dust. The 
wires were hacked from the poles, coiled up 
and stowed away and the poles carted off, The

Fowler Bros.’ Packing-House 
Goes Up in Flames.

THE LOSS COVERED BY INSURANCE. 


It Was the Second Blaze of the Night in the 
Building. . 


THE PLANT JUST SOLD TO ENGLISHMEN. 


Flames burst from the packing-house of 
Fowler Bros. at the Stock-Yards about 2 
o’clock this morning. _ 

An alarm was turned in from box No. 2119, 
Transit and Packers avenues. When the 
Marshal of the Stock-Yards district arrived 
he saw at a glance that the blaze 
was a difficult one to battle with, and 
he immediately sounded a “411” alarm, 
which sent nineteen engines to the fire. 

It did not take long for the flames to spread 
throughout the entire building, and within ten 
minutes after the first engine reached the 
packing-house the roof fell with a crash. 

At 3:15 the lard refinery and packing-house, 
covering about an acre and one-half, were on 
fire and burned fiercely. From a distance of 
two miles the flame appeared to mount into 
the heavens a distance of a mile at least, and 
the sight resembled Vesuvius in eruption. 

An Enormous Loss. 

At 3:20 Anderson Fowler estimated the loss 
at $750,000 and said that from the looks of 
things it might easily run up between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000, 

There were in the packing house and lard 
refinery between 70,000 and 80,000 cured 
hams, as many sides of bacon, a great number 
of shoulders, and an immense quantity of 
lard already rendered. In the packing-house 
were also 8,000 dressed hogs, 20 tanks of re- 
fined lard, each 20 feet high and 11 feet in 
circumference, were full to the brim. 

It was feared at. this time that the houses of 
Swift & Co., Nelson Morris, and the Cudahy 
company, which stand in close proximity, 
would go with the Fowler plant. : 

Was It Incendiary? 

The fire brvke out in the tank-room in the 
rear of the coolers, which are located about 
thecenter of the building. There was fire in the 
boilers. The inside watchman, John Coulson, 
discovered the fire and turned in an alarm 
from the building. Watchman Martin on the 
outside also discovered it and turned in an 
alarm about the same time at the nearest box. 
Nobody seems to know how the fire origi- 
nated. There was some talk of incendiarism 
heard. Mr. Fowler, however, said that he did 
not think it was incendiary. 

The fire that caused the dest on of the 
building was the second of the night. The 
first was discovered about 10 o’clock in the 
engine-room near the boilers. It was quickly 
detected by the inside watchman, and 
extinguished with a stream from the fire 
pump in the building. The second fire, the 
watchman claims, broke out on the sécond 
floor, and he could not extinguish it with the 
means at hand. Several of the men think the 
fire the work of incendiaries. : 

The Killing-House Goes Up. 

At 4 o’clock this morning the refinery and 
the packing-house were in ashes and the kill- 
ing-hotiSe was practically in ruins. The de- 
struction of the killing-house added another 
quarter of a million to the loss, making a total 
of $1,000,000. This is the estimate of Mr. 


. Fowier and undoubtedly decidedly conserva- 


tive, good judges placing the loss as high as 
$1,500,000. : 

Mr. Fowler said that the enormous loss was 
covered by insurance. He could not remem- 
ber, however, where the insurance was placed 
and merely knew that it was widely scattered. 

At 4 o’clock it was hoped that the buildings 
containing the chilling and cutting rooms 
would be saved. The firemen were doing ex- 
cellent work, but the inflammable nature of 
the burning property made a fire so intense 
that it was facing death to venture into close 
quarters. 

Shortly after 4 this morning the fire ap- 
peared to be under control.

Ofte, Fowler Bros.’ (limited) has acquired 
and will carry on the business of Fowler 
Bros.’ (limited) of Liverpool, Fowler Bros. of 
New York, the Anderson‘Fowler company of 
New York, the Anglo-American Refrigerator 
Car company, the Anglo-American Provision 
company of Chicago, and an interest in the 
Omaha Packing company of Omaha.

DEATH OF GEN. ABRAM DURYEE, 


The Famous Commander of the Fighting 
Zouaves Expires in New York. 

New Yorx, Sept. 27.—(Special.]—~Gen. 
Abram Duryee, the famous commander of 
the fighting Zouaves and of the Seventh Reg:- 
ment at the Astor place riot, died at his home, 
No. 81 West One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
street, today ofjgeneral paralysis. In 1838 he 
attached himself to the Twenty-seventh, now 
the Seventh Regiment, as a private. Within 
eighteen months he was promoted to a 
Captaincy, and was successively Major, Liev- 
tenant-Colonel, and Colonel. His first ap- 
pearance in the uniform of a Colonel was at 
the famous riot at Astor place. The regitnent 
was orde to suppress the unruly demon- 
stration on the part of the people, who were 
at that time frenzied with excitement over the

@ grand architectural achievement, some- 
thing of which Chicago may be proud. 

That department of the Paris Exposition 
which wis open every day and night of the 
week was the one which held the paintings 
and the statues. In this respectit was excep- 
tional, but there was a good reason for it. 
The keeping of the Art Building open at night 
required only the presence of a number of 
watchmen. The keeping open of any other 
department made it necessary for the exhibit- 
ers to be there, and they did not feel like 
standing the extra labor and cost of night ses- 
sions. But by day as well as by night the Art 
Department was always crowded. It was the 
best visited and most popular part of the Ex- 
position. 

Consequently there will be little difficulty in 
agreeing that the Art Building must be placed 
on the Lake-Front for the interests of the 
Exposition as.well as. of the city. It has been 
suggested that the building which will con- 
tain what may be called the display of fine 
goods, the exhibits of the skilled work of the 
goldsmith and the silversmith, of the lapi- 
dary and the artists in bronze and other in- 
ferior metals, be placed also on the Lake- 
Front. These features of the Exposition will 
be of special interest and will draw a crowd 
always, but to have them visible at night the 
presence of their exhibiters or their agents 
would be necessary. At Paris they did not 
relish the idea of standing beside their goods 
both day and night, and there is no reason 
to believe they would here. Except on spe- 
cial occasions, then, the Art Building would be 
the only one opened after sundown. 

It has been suggested that all these build- 
‘ings be erected on reclaimed land from the 
lake east of the Illinois Central tracks, the 
latter to be crossed by numerous viaducts, the 


| land west of the tracks, called the Lake-Front 


Park, to serve oniy for an approach. This 
would necessitate the expenditure of a large 
sum in filling and piling, the sum varying with 
the number of aéres of land made. It is true 
that the city has agreed to stand the cost of 
this work up to two millions, crediting the

Some of the Democratic leaders are asking 
the question why European immigrants should 
not be heavily taxed for the privilege of en- 
tering our ports if high duties are rightfully 
imposed on the products of European labor. 
They claim thereis an inconsistency in admit- 
ting the European workman free but taxing 
the manufactures of his country. They want 
to know why the Chinese are excluded while 
the Europeans are adinitted. 

It may be replied that the Chinese men 
come to this country not to stay, but to make 
some money by undercutting the wages of 
American workmen who have families to sup- 
port, and after “‘making their pile” float 
back to the Celestial Kingdom to be succeeded 
by a fresh swarm, They come hither as alien 
heathen, live here as such, and return home as 
alien pagans, 

None of these objections holds against the 
great majority of the workers who come here 
from the different countries of Europe. The 
law forbidding the importation of contract 
labor applies to comers from that part of the 
world, but it is enforced only in a half-hearted 
manner. It was passed at the instance 
of the trades union element, which 
did not want its strikes interfered 
with by batches of men brought hither 
from other countries by the employing 
class, but is not appealed to unless in cases 


of direct conflict of this kind, as the immi-. 


grants thus sought to be discriminated against 
are in many cases the brothers or other rela- 
tives of the mien on strike, the chief difference 
between them bemg that the one came here a 
little in advance of the other. 

The reason why the citizens do not bring a 
pressure to bear upon Congress to stop the 
flow of the mighty current that lands half a 
million European foreigners per year on our 
shores is not far to seek, In the first place, it 
would be a great economical blunder. In the 
next, évery city in the Union is anxious to 
grow in numbers, wealth, and power—includ- 
ing our beloved and mudest Chicago—to in- 
crease its commerce, manufactures, and in- 
dustries of all kinds. Its inhabitants want to 
see a better demand for their lots and tor the 
houses built by mechanics and paid for by 
local capitaliste. They want a larger con- 
sumption of furniture, food, and store goods, 
making trade more brisk, as well as augment- 
ing the importance of the community in com- 
parison with others. The natural growth due 
to surplus of births over deaths in a population 
otherwise stationary would be too slow a proc- 
eas, at least to suit this community, and to 
entice people from other cities would be too 
much hike the old story about getting rich by 
transferring money from one pocket to another. 
Then the constant pressure of young people 
from the country into the city leaves openings 
in the rural districts that cannot easily be 
filled from the native population. The great 
European hive is the only source from .which 
the cities can grow rapidly and the country be 
filled up and the farmers obtain help. Those 
swarms meet with a hearty weleome so long 
as they do not seek to abuse our hospitality. 
We do not wish for Anarchists, criminals,

ical reform. The fneeting was regarded with 
hopefulness on that account. The ministerial 
impracticability, however, clearly was shown 
in the proceedings. If theological dogmas had 
been under discussion there hardly could have 
been more disagreements. They were 
in favor of downing the party ma- 
chines, but when it came to the 
practical method of belling the party cats 
they were hopelessly atsea. The situation 
was not improved when Father Huntington, 
a Protestant ascetic, who wears a monkish 
garb and is rigid in his piety, introduced a res- 
olation that nocandidate should be considered 
for the Mayoralty nomination who was not 
acceptable to the labor organizations and in fa- 
vor of the doctrines of Georgeism. The in- 
consistency of the situation did not appear to 
strike Father Huntington, who is a good deal 
of a Socialist and Bellamyite, but some of the 
clergymen;resented putting on the collar of the 
labor party after they had resolved to eman- 
cipate themselves from allegiance toany party 
and labor for honest government in a general 
citizens’ movement, The ministers struggled 
with the proposition for some time, and at 
last sought a way out of it by the passage of 
a resolution “‘ that this meeting cordially in- 
vites the codperation of every labor organiza- 
tion which may approve the purposes of the 
league.” As it is not likely that the labor or- 
ganizations will accept this compromise after 
the defeat of the Huntington resolution it 
looks very much as if the ministers by their 
disagreements and especially by their adjourn- 
ment without taking any definite action un- 
wittingly had struck a blow at the very reform 


which they had met to advocate. There can’ 


be no municipal reform without harmonious 
and united forces. To put it mildly, the 
ministers were muddled. Asa matter of fact 
the only ministers who could havé much in- 
fluence over their flocks politically were con- 
spicuous by their absence. There was but one 
Roman Catholic clergyman present, and he 
has little influence, having consorted with 
Protestants too much to have the sympathy 
of his church, If thatchurch will not come 
out and make a strong stand for good govern- 
ment in New York there is little hope that the 
other ministers will make much impression 
upon the politics of the Tammany-ridden city. |. 
The country must look to a combination of 
the County Democracy and the Republicans 
rather than to the union of ministers and 
mugwumps for any promise of achange. If 
that combination can be made there will be a 


fighting chance, 


CHEAP ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

A town in Austtia, the name of which is 
given as “Trente,” is entitled to the credit of 
supplying to its citizens the cheapest electric 
light in the world. They are served at the rate 
of about 20 cents per candle power per annum, 
with no limitation as to the time the light is 
used. The same plant also furnishes motive 
power at the rate of about $16 per horse power 
per year. The latter is already'in use by a 
spinning mill and a flax mill, and it is ex- 
pected that several small local industries will 
embrace the opportunity to obtain 


But, in addition to his contributions, the 
workingman must accumulate a formidable 
stock of certificates. He must be able to 
show that since he was 16 he has been in an 
employment entailing the obligation of pay- 
mg insurance and possessed of sufficient 
capacity for work to earn at least one-third 
the average wages of an ordinary laborer of 
the class. These he must get either from the 
police or parochial authorities or in the shape 
of attestations by the different employers in 
whose service he has been, these last needing 
the certification of some pubhe authority to 
give them validity, In this country, where 
workingmen are more on the go than in Ger- 
many, it would take much of a man’s time to 
keep his certificates in ordcr, 

Then to meet the case of interruption of regu- 
lar labor by sickness or accident, military serv- 
ice, or employment in callings such as those 
of bricklayers and masons, which do not af- 
ford work through the year, another set of 
certificates comes into play. If the disable- 
ment from work was due to brawling, drunk- 
enness, or bad living, the workingman has to 
stand the loss. Thus the local authorities 
have to certify concerning the work, age, 
health, behavior, and wages of workingmen. 
This will keep their hands full. 

The American workingman would rather in- 
sure himself than look forward to Government 
aid, if it can be had only on condition that he 
will submit himself from his 16th year to the 
constant oversight and spying of police and 
other municipal authorities. The cheap labor 
of Germany may be attracted by these pen- 
sions, but the workingmen of this country will 
not be until Democratic free trade has forced 
them down to the European level.

One 
ean well imagine the terse, sententious pride 
which the Iron Chancellor might infuse into 
the lines. Murope, which has preserved so 
many laconic epigrams of his, might well 
keep in mind such an addition to the litera- 
ture of auto-epitaphs, and cut it upon his 
tomb when the time comes. Why does he not 
fling off something in the worn, Drone tone 
of dor’s famous quatrain? could have 
no better model: 

I strove with none, for none was worth my strife; 

Nature [ loved, and, after Nature, Art; 

I warmed both hands before the fire of life; 

It sinks, and I am ready to depart. 

The great German, perhaps, would hardly 
be happy at verse. In prose, which he was 
never at a loss how to use, he would be terse 
and vigorous. But whether it be in prose or 
verse a great epitaph he deserves ; his ad- 
mirers, German, English, and American, 
should try their hands at providing him one. 

Some Famous Examples. 

Speaking of epitaphs there are few notable 
ones in English. Indeed, up to the middle of 
the last century English seholars despised their 
own tongue, thought inscriptions 
which were to. endure should 
be ven in ai dead language. 
One of the most beautiful of the later Latin 
inscriptions was Dr. Johnson’s epitaph on 
Goldsmith. It is not so often quoted as the 
couplet which Garrick facetiously composed 
while the subject of it was still alive: 
Here lies Poet Goldsmith, for shortness called

RECLAIMING RICH BOTTOM LANDS. 


Levee Schemes of Farmers Along the Chi- 
cago-St. Louis Waterway. 
Kiyeston, IL, Sept. 26.—[Special.]—Much 
interest has been developed of late in this and 
neighboring districts along the Illinvis River 
in the subject of reclaiming the rich bottom 
lands from overflow by the annual floods. 
The bottom land-owners have only lately be- 
gun to believe in the efficacy of the levee sys- 
tem as a means to reclaim the thousands of 
acres of rich but hitherto useless land border- 
ing the river. Now that the removal of the 
dams at Copperas Créek and La Grange and 
the creation of a deep channel in the river are 
practically assured by the Chicago drainage 
scheme owners are beginning to see in them 
the foundation of future wealth. There is 
not any question as to the fertility and won- 
derful productiveness of the bottom lands if 
they can be protected from overflow, and the 
only hesitancy now is in regard to the practica- 
bility and cost of keeping out the flood waters 
by means of levees. “La Marsh Drainage 
District,” five miles up the. river from here, 
was 0 ized last year. It includes 3,000 
acres of land and the Commissioners have

Bottom-land owners and river- 
men who have investigated similar levee sys- 
tems say thateven under the most favorable 
circumstances the !and in these small districts 
cannot be reclaimed and rendered safe for $6 
or $7 an acre; that to insure protection from 
floods the work will cost at least from $10 to 
$20 per acre, according to the level of the land.
